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THE CONVERSAT 



An event representative of the services which the S.C.A. 
renders, and which is perhaps the best known because it is more 
spectacular than most of the Association's work, takes place to- 
night when the annual Conversât is held in Strathcona Hall. 

Designed to offset the many obstacles that obstruct the new- 
comer's entrance into the social life of the University, the enter- 
prise- has come to exceed the fondest expectations of its origina- 
tors if we may judge by the excellent patronage which it com- 
nands. 

Who has not upon entering a strange institution for the first 
time, felt a certain chill, a lack of sympathy or cordiality which 
restricts self-expression, which drives a student to morbid intro- 
spection and ultimate self-ostracism, has no place in any univer- 
sity worthy of the name. We admit that the larger the institution, 
,the more cosmopolitan its constitution, the more does a newcom- 
er find it difficult to insinuate himself into the social life of its 
. members. Despite the proverbial bonhomie of college students, 
one cannot just walk up to a stranger and command an introdu- 
tion without violating the unwritten law, and exposing himself 
to the various methods of enforcement apt to be practised by its 
proponents. But every rule has its exception, and in this case it 
is supplied by the Conversât, which, assuming becoming conduct, 
lowers the bars of an obstructing social conventionality. Here 
then everyone is accepted at his or her face value (this is allegori- 
cal of course, because one of the attractions of the Conversât is 
the opportunity it affords to get beyond superficialities) / Con- 
versational intercourse is made possible, nay, made almost obliga- 
tory by the solicitous officials in charge..

CHEMICAL CLUB 
HEARD MR. CAMERON 

Details in Process of' Paper 
Making Explained 

The Chemical ludusry Club meet 
for the second lime yesterday, til 3.30 
p. in., when Mr. Cameron of the 
Forest Produce's Laboratories, ad- 
dressed the members on paper mak- 
ing. .'. £ 

"Mr. - Cameron expia nod that, tie 
[Unction of the laboratory was. the 
study of pulps and paper, and, papers 
prod.iii-.ed from hitherto unexpioitcc' 
woods. He then described the various 
types of pulps' indicating for which 
branches of industry they were foedt 
suited. The speaker touched on 
many considerations in the treat- 
ment of the pulp preliminary to Its 
passage over the paper machine, 
mong these was a description of the 
beater. This machine combines both 
a cMtting, and pressing action on the 
pulp fibres, and by varying ' these 
actions pulps ranging from those 
suitable for blotting paper to those 
of bond or parchment papers may 
be produced. - 

The paper machine proper was 
described in detail. The pulp, raised 
to its proper constituency, is caused 
to flow through various régula tin-.; 
devices before it passes over tho 
screen. As it passes over this the 
greater proportion of water Is ex- 
tracted by simple draining, and then 
by suction.'-. The Wet; niattc Is then 
taken on to a series ' of fells from 
which It is transferred to both the 
pressure and heating effects of steam 
heated rolls. Tho dry paper Is then 
passed through a calendar machine 
to give it its proper finish. 

The members then proceeded to 
the plant where the actual processes 
described by Mr. Cameron were In 
operation. The various other de- 
departments were visited (deluding 
both the chemical and microscopic 
departments , Many members a vu II' 
ed themselves of the opportunity of 
securing a winter's supply of hjotj 
ting paper which was being manu- 
factured at tho /line. The president 
then thanked Mr. Cameron for his 
kindness in Introducing the members 
to ihe subject of paper making.
